Although Jefferson Park lost population in 
the last census period, it is still the most 
densely populated district in New York City. 
The area has a large Negro group. The 
bulk of foreign-born population is Italian. 
Along Fifth Avenue and the adjacent side 
streets are fine apartments and homes, but 
the remainder of this area is made up of 
lower grade apartment buildings, tenements 
and rooming houses. Retail stores, generally 
poor in quality and reflecting the nationalities 



of their respective trades, are situated along 
all of the avenues and on a number of side 
streets. Third Avenue is the most important 
shopping street and has heavy concentrations 
of furniture and clothing stores. Second-hand 
and bargain stores are prevalent throughout 
the entire section. The East River Housing 
Project extends from E. 102nd Street to E. 
1 05th Street from First Avenue to the East 
River. 
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
